more of the precipitation must occur 
during the cropping season, which be- 
gins about the 1st of May and contin- 
ues until about the middle of October. 
The department bulletin says "the cli- 
mate of the southern and gulf states is 
in general admirably adapted to the 
cultivation of the tea plant." 


Much of ihe tea grown in China Is 


planted In the corners and waste places 
of farms. Although the department re- 
ports its encouragement. It must be 
noted that our average crop to the acre 
Is only about 120 pounds. 
This show- 


Ins compares very unfavorably with 
the 900 pounds or more produced on an 
acre of good tea producing soil In China 
nnd India. Four years ago the depart- 
ment prided Itself on the fact that In 
a South Carolina tea garden 535 pounds 


dried tea were grown to the acre in

behind the foreign record.
